made in the field of abdominal sur- 
gery. Dr. Engel asserted, because 
of development of the possibilities 
of administration of fluids.

pointed out that from 75 to SO per- 
cent of the body is water and that 
water is the medium of exchange 
for all processes of the body. Im- 
provement in 
technique 
for ad- 
ministrating fluids, either directly 
into the vein or under the akin, 
has "resulted in decreasing mor- 
tality greatly in 
all 
abdominal 
cases," the speaker said. 
Dr. Engel, 
who is 
attending- 


surgeon in the federal penitentiary 
at Leavenworth, Kas., said that 
about three quarts is required in 
the average case to supply what 
has been lost. The Kansas City 
surgeon also spoke on "Important 
Points in the Diagnosis and Treat- 
ment of Acute Intestinal Obstruc- 
tion" in the afternoon. 


Acute intestinal obstruction, he 
said, is "100 percent fatal if you 
don't operate," and he urged tho 
importance of early diagnosis be- 
cause figures show that if the 
operation is performed within the 
first 12 hours of obstruction, mor- 
tality is only about 8 percent. This

'igure, he said, corresponds with 
60 percent mortality in 1919. The 
chang-e, he said, is due mostly to 
mprovement in the operative tech- 
nique and administration of fluids. 
There are three main causes, 


Dr. Engel said, for fatal results 
of intestinal obstruction. First and 
of primary importance, 
he 
de- 
clared, is delay in calling the phy- 
sician until the case is already 
ate. All too many patients, he 
said, waste time 
in the 
early 
stages of the ailment by taking 
axatives which ai-p harmful rather 
than helpful. 
The second cause, 


said, is mistaken diagnosis. In- 
testinal obstruction, he said, is 
sometimes erroneously 
diag-nosed 
as food poisoning, gallstones or 
kidney stones. 
There is also a 
third danger, he said, that of the 
physician believing that the ob- 
struction is not serious and assum- 
ing that the patient will recover 
without operation. 


Hetnolytic Jaundice. 


Dr. John C. Sharpe of the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska college of 
medicine at 
Omaha had high 
praise for removal of the spleen 
as an efficient means of cure in 
cases of hemolytic jaundice. 
Im- 


provement begins, hes aid, while 
the operation- is being performed. 
Dr. Sharpe warned against using 
transfusions of blood in 
these 
cases because of possible intense 
reactions. The Omaha doctor also 
confirmed the idea of familial oc- 
currence in this disease, finding 
22 cases in 12 families. 


Another speaker at the after- 
noon session was Dr. Louis E 
Moon of Omaha, who asserted that 
cancer of the lower segment of the 
bowel, the onus and rectum con- 
stitutes 12 percent of all our can- 
cers. He said that cancer in this 
region is curable if the patient pre- 
sents himself while the trouble is 
yea early and submits to the evi- 
dent 
possible 
removal 
of 
the 
growth. 


Of the cases he has treated, Dr 


Moon reported, over 40 percent 
had had symptoms more than a 
year when they consulted him and 
4 percent had been ill with the 
disease more than three years- 
Curability is greatly 
deci eased 
with this lapse of time, he said 
"More hospital beds aie devotee 
to the care of those with ment 
disease than of all other diseases 
combined," said Dr. George A 
Young of Omaha, "and half of 
these, the victim of Schizophrenia 
have had an average hospital 
story of 16 years." Dr. Young's 
paper dealt with the results of a 
new type of treatment in ISO pa- 
tients of this type. This treat- 
ment, he said, is of two kinds, in 
one of which shock is produced 
by insulin and in the oUier con- 
vulsions by the use of metrazol. 


Of the 180 treated, Dr. Young 
said, 130 were subjected to the 
insulin 
treatment 
and 50 were 


treated with metrazol. 
He re- 
ported a very material improve- 
ment in approximately 60 percent 
of cases treated by insulin. The 
percentage of remissions is about 
the same in those treated by met- 
razol, he said, but results are ob- 
tained more quickly. 


BIG YEAR IS NOTED 


FOR CHIVED SEED 


Jlybrid Corn Far Outyields 


Ordinary Kinds; Sorghums 


Fight Drouth. 


Declaring that 1937 was the 
greatest certified seed year in. the 
listory of the Nebraska Crop 
Growers' association, Secy. Gross 
of the college of agriculture re- 
leased the 1938 rules for the pro- 
duction of certified seed of hybrid 
corn, sorghums, small grain and 
alfalfa. 
Copies of the same are 


available at the agricultural col- 
iege or from county agricultural 
agents. Only minor changes are 
noted. 


A total of 30,000 bushels of hy- 


brid seed corn were certified last 
year and practically none of it re- 
mama unsold. This will plant 240,- 
000 acres. Certified hybrids can be 
expected to increase yields 15 to 
20 percent. This should mean more 
than 1,000,000 additional bushels to 
Nebraska farmers over what they 
could expect if ordinary corn were 
planted. 


A total of 10,015 bushels of 


Spartan barley were produced by 
certified seed growers in 1937. All 
this has been sold for seed pur- 
poses and many more thousand 
bushels could have been sold. 
Spartan barley is an outstanding 
variety. It has yielded remarkably 
well thruout the dry, years, is rust 
evasive, and lodge resistant. Be- 
cause of its large berry and low 
percent of hull, it has a higher 
feeding value than common bar- 
ley, which it has outyielded by 
about 25 percent over a period of 
years. 


Gross said 433,900 pounds of cer- 


tified Atlas sorgo aepd and 338,- 
800 pounds of Early kalo seed, an 
earlier grain sorghum, were pro- 
duced in 1937. Seed sales of these 
two sorghums has been especially 
brisk, and the supply is expected 
to be exhausted well in advance 
of planting: time In late May or 
early June. New sorghum varieties 
eligible for certification in 1938 
for the first time are Sooner milo 
and 
Day milo, both grain sor- 


ghums. Sooner was the 
highest 


yielding grain sorghum in state 
tests in 1937. It matures in 85 
days and may be planted as late 
as June 20. Day milo is a Jodge 
resistant, short stalked milo par- 
ticularly well adapted to harvest 
•with the combine. 


Atlas aorgo has yielded nearly 


three times as much ensilage as 
corn in the last few years. 
The 
better type grain sorghums have 
greatly outyielded corn. More high 
quality forage and ensilage, and 
dependable grain crops 
will 
do 


much to help Nebraska retrieve 
her losses from the drouth years 
and to regain her place as a "lead- 
ing livestock producing state, says 
Gross.

O'Reilly in the New York Herald 
Tribune. The beaver, once an un- 
wanted animal because of the few 
:rees it destroys, 3s now protected 
met given every opportunity to ply 
ts engineering profession. William 
H. Carr, director of the Trallside 
museum, t,aid • the last indigenous 
oeaver was recorded in the Hudson 
highlands in 1892. In 1920 John J. 
Tamsen, now superintendent of the 
park, and Edward Jones, forest 
vanger, trapped three pairs in the 
Adirondacks and released them 
here. They increased until there 
are now 42 beaver colonies in the 
park, with a total population of 
more than 500 specimens. 


On the way to view a particu- 


larly fine dam, the car passed an 
occasional warning sign which 
said, "Beaver Cross Here." While 
driving to the dam, Mr. Carr, who 
has studied the beaver for 25 
years, told the results of their ex- 
periment in restocking the park. A 
pair of beaver select a site in a 
valley which has only thin patches 
of topsoll left by erosion and where 
the forest reflects tho poor soil 
conditions. They erect a dam, ap- 
plying an amazing number of en- 


acres. At another beaver pond the 
dam was three and a half feet 
high. It was anchored by two large 
boulders and built in a curve 
against the pressure of the water. 
A large oeaver house had been 
erected near one edge of the pond.. 
A pair of wood ducks flew in and 
lit on the water. Song birds, fresh 
from the south, sing in the trees 
on the shore. Mr. Carr stood for a 
time looking at the dam which 
showed signs of recent construc- 
tion work.

On the other hand, we have 
enough scientific experimental evi- 
dence and enough clinical or actual 
study of experience of various 
tribes or people living under rea- 
sonably controlled conditions, to 
convince an unbiased or open mind 
of the fact that caries or decay or 
cavity formation in the teeth and 
gingivitis or pyorrhea or chronic 
inflammation and shrinking or re- 
cedence of the gums are due 
mainly to deficiencies of the diet, 
particularly insufficient assimila-

fresh fruit necessary in the daily 
ration is probably not less than 
two ounces or one-fourth of an or 
dinary glassful. The same amoun 
of fresh or factory canned tomatc 
juice or tomato containing tha 
much juice is advisable. Four o 
five times aa much would be th 
optimal or most favorable amount 
for maintaining health.

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MAKE MORAL FIGHT 


Charges Recession in Amer- 


ican Government Needs 


a Cleaning Up. 


F R E S N O , Calif. (.1*). Former 


President Hoover appealed to po- 
litically minded women for a fight 
against what he termed "a moral 
recession" 
in American govern- 
ment. Loss of morals in self gov- 
ernment paved the way for the rise 
of European dictatorships, 
said 


Mr. Hoover before outlining thru 
q u e s t ions 
"immoralities" 
he 
charged were 
endangering self- 


government. 
"They must be expurgated from 
American life." he told the Federa- 
tion of Republican Women's clubs. 
"Government in a democracy can 
afford some inefficiency. That is 
the price we pay for self-govern- 
meit, for intellectual aitd spiritual 
freedom. But government in a de- 
mocracy cannot be immoral—that 
saps its very life. 
"Somebody has to do a cleanup 
job In this republic." Mr. Hoover 
declared in saying- he was turning 
to women "as a complaining citi- 
zen" because "the 
men haven't 


done much of late" and because 
"it is a commonplace fact that the 
moral instincts of women are upon 
average higher than men." 
"These are grave hours," said 
Mr. Hoover. "We are in a mora! 
recession in government. Beyonc 
this we have for five years listened 
to a continuous defamation 
of 


everything that has gone before 
Honest achievement 
of men has 


been belittled and attributed to im- 
proper motives. Ideals embeddec 
in our patriotism are smeared with 
contempt. We are told that we are 
in ruins and we must begin anew 
We are told that government musl 
do it for us. People speak less of 
the greatness of America. There is 
doubt of her destiny." 


Record of Past Achievement. 
The former 
president 
point 
out. however, that America, with 
but 6 percent of the world's pop 
ulation, has "gigantic achievement 
back of us." He mentioned more 
youths in higher schools than al 
the other B4 percent, more labora- 
tories, more 
mechanical 
power 


two-thirds of the world's automo 
biles, radios, bathtubs; more peo 
pie who own farms and homes 
"In a generation • we raised the 
purchasing power of wages by 3( 
percent and knocked two hours off 
each work day," said Mr. Hoover 
Suggesting that America is en 
meshed in a web of feara as much 
moral as economic, the 
forme;

OMAHA. UP), Fred Hawthorn. 


of Monona. county, Iowa, an agri- 
cultural engineer actively engaged 
In farming, told the fourth annua* 
national farm chemurgic council 
conference here that he is "feeding 
my tractor about a bushel of corn 
a day and it likes it." 


Power alcohol, made from corn 


and other farm products at Atchi- 
JK»n, Kas, and blended with gaso- 
line, Hawthorn said, provides an 
excellent tractor fuel. 


Thru use of this fuel. Hawthorn 


•aid, the farmer is able to raise 
on thft farm some of his power and 
the corn that goes into power al- 
cohol takes up some of the surplus 
thrown on the market as a result 
of the. change 
from 
horses 
to 


tractors for farm power. A work- 
ing farm horse consumes about a 
bushel of corn each week. 


Hawthorn said tests on a tractor 


showed the power alcohol-gasoline 
blend to be the cheapest source of 
power availeMe by a margin of .4 
centa per gallon. 


Dr. Leo M. Christensen, general 


manager of the Atchinon Agrol 
company, 
which 
produces 
the 


power alcohol, told the conference 
the alcohol-gaoline blend is to be 
offered to motorista thru filling- 
stations in a dozen states. 


Dr. Christensen said that grain 


sorghums had proved an excellent 
raw material in the manufacture 
of alcohol. He suggested that gram 
sorghums could be grown in the 
high plains area because of their 
ability to resist heat and drouth 
as well aa almost total immunity 
to grasfihopped damage. 


If alcohol producing plants could 


be built in areas whei'e fa rmers 
have 
suffered drouth losses, he 


aaid, and agiicultural production 
shifted to grain sorghums for al- 
cohol manufacture farmers would 
profit tremendously. 


Claude Speck, Nortonville, Kas, 


farmer, said that farmers, gen- 
erally speaking, are 
sympathetic 


with the farm chemurgic program. 


In reference to the power al- 


cohol development, he said farm- 
era realize something must come 
to utilize growing surpluses, add- 
ing that the south now is striv- 
ing to grow its own feed crops, 
"which I agree, is 
sound 
farm 


practice; yet, we of the corn belt 
states see in this movement fur- 
ther restriction to our market." 


Gov. Hugh L. White of Missis- 


sippi said his state is willing and 
anxious to s«rve as a "laboratory 
ia which to prove and perfect the 
principles and the findings of the 
farm chemurgic program.1' 


"Mississippi knows that unless 


the farm chemurgric process is per- 
fected and applied, both she and 
her sister states are threatened

President John A. Widtsoe of 


the University of Utah asae; ted 
"the pathway to prosperity is the 
way of chemurgy," He said the 
Mormons propose to build a power 
alcohol plant in "Utah to utilize 
some of its crops.

As a rule the trouble is 
confined to one tonsil; rarely is it 
on both sides at the same time. If 
,-ou ever suffered from a quinsy 
sore throat, you have not forgotten. 
.he discomfort and pain this condi- 
tion is capable of producing. 


First, the victim complains of a 


slight chill. This is followed by- 
fever and headache. Within a short 
time there is marked pain. This 
persists for several days, gradually 
ncreasmg in severity. 
The pain, 


and swelling may become so great 
as to prevent the sufferer from 
opening his mouth. A character- 
istic sign of this disorder is the 
i"ery unpleasant odor from 
the 


mouth. 


Should Be Lanced 


Since qmnsy sore throat is in 


reality an abscess, it can only be 
treated like any other abscess of 
the body. By this I mean the swol- 
len tissues must be lanced and the 
pus allowed to escape. Of course, 
this procedure can only be done by 
the doctor, although sometimes the 
abzcess ruptures by itself. Th* im- 
mediate relief of pain is only tem- 
porary. It is likely to recur unless 
the drainage is ample 


It is dangerous to permit pus to 


accumulate and remain in the tis- 
sues for any length of time. Ulti- 
mately there Is a certain amount of 
absorption of the poisons. 
Follow- 


ing this there may be irritation and 
inflammation involving other struc- 
tures of the body. Thfs ailment is 
a common cause of neuritis, arth-, 
ritis, 
sciatica 
and 
rheumatigfh"',. 


Even the heart and kidneys ajfe at- 
tacked by these poisons. r •* 


Quinsy sore throat, if it Is a re- 


curring ailment with v,Sru, can be 
prevented by removal,''of diseased 
and inflamed tonsils, if the tonsils 
are merely enlarged, it may not be 
necessary.

RECALLED BY WRITER

LIKE SO many other travelers | 


\\lio have spent happy holidays m 
Spain, we feel sure that some day 
\\e will visit there again 
And, like 


those travelers, \\e hope that our 
favorite spot has escaped the rav- 
ages of war. 


Lately our thoughts have strayed 


often to a favorite spot, one off the 
beaten path, and, therefore, all the 
more precious. 
Our favorite is 


Cuenca, m Castile, one of the most 
beautiful of Castilian cities, beau- 
tiful because of its position and 
scenery rather than its churches 
and palaces. 


Cuenca stands on a hill that Is 


separated from surrounding higher 
mountains by enormous ravines. 
Two rivers completely surround the 
town, winding- along deep beds be- 
tween mighty rocks and through 
imposing gorges. High bridges con- 
nect the city with its suburbs. The 
whole place has a mysterious ap- 
pearance and atmospheic. 


Entrancing Scene 


The first glimpse of Cuenca, With 


its mountains, rivers, gorges and 
high bridges, is an entrancing one. 
And the city Itself, with its two

We first went to Cuenca because 


\\ewanted to visit the famous "En- 
chanted City", a few miles from 
Cuenca. 
It is on a mountainous 


plateau, entirely detached and re- 
mote fiom other hills 
One can 


wander there all day and always 
find something new. There the 
hand of time has carved out of the 
rocky earth stones that look like 
buildings, places, squares, columns, 
windows, doom and bridRos. 
In 


some places the rocks take on 
alarming forms that arc* almost hu- 
man.

to this dead city that has no yes- 
terday. 


Cuentia boasts one of the finest 


cathedrals in Spain, a 13th century 
edifice that takes up one aide of 
the main square in regular Spanish 
architectural tradition.

In Santa Maria de Gracia there 


is a wonderful old building, an an- 
cient synagogue, with a, history.

The 


castle once \\as the residence of 
the pachecoa family, the nobles of 
Vilena. A mixture of austere but 
beautiful Gothic and 
flamboyant 


Moorish architecture, it is a delight, 
with its tremendous salons, carv- 
ings, paintings, wood panels and in- 
lays, Belmonte itself, rich In his- 
torical tradition, is a spot that is s. 
favorite with artists.

seen paintings and etchings of Bel- 
monte in many remote parts of 
the world.

FIVE-SUIT BRIDGE: THE WIDOW. 


(Copyright: 1838: Bj Elj CulbertaonJ 
As I have been writing and preach- 
ing from time immemorial, bidding 
Is essentially a process of Imaginary 
play. In the new game ot five-suit 
fcridge imaginary play becomes an 
even more important factor, because 
there now are two phases ot the 
game In which it must be employed. 
It still applies to the bidding, of 
course, and, in a more concrete form, 
It applies to the proper placement of 
the widow card. After the opening 
lead is made, declarer places that 
card either in his own hand or in 
dummy, as he sees fit, and discards 
a loser. But the term "loser" is too 
general and superficial to be descrip- 
tive of the advantage declarer can 
sain from the correct discard. A 
"loser" may be one trick or, para- 
doxically, may be two or more. Let 
me illustrate this by mean* ot an 
actual hand.

setback. West, winning the second 
heart, dJ4 not waste a precious tempo 
in the vain effort to cash a spade 
trick. lie shifted immediately to a 
diamond' and this spiked declarer's 
plan. The heart suit still needed an- 
other concession for Its establish- 
ment. West won with the heart queen 
and cashed two diamonds, to defeat 
the small clam contract one trick. 
- Now let us see what the prop«r ex 
change for the widow would have 
done for declarer. He should have 
realized that It h« were to concede 
two heart tricks in order to establish 
dummy's suit, a diamond shift would 
b« fatal. Hence, he should not have 
worried so much about a losing spade 
but should have laid his plan to estab- 
lish the heart suit with only one 
concession and, thereby, only one loss 
of the lead. He should have taken 
the royal queen into his own hand 
and discarded, not a spade, but a 
heart. The play then would have 
gone: First trick, spade ace; three 
rounds of trumps; a heart lead from 
the closed hand, ducked In dummy. 
East would win, and let us concede 
that the defenders would cash their 
spade trick before shifting to dia- 
monds. Now the diamond ace would 
win and declarer would lead his re- 
maining heart to dummy's ace, then 
would ruff a third round. Two long 
hearts then would be established In 
dummy for the discard of two losing 
diamonds. In all, only one spade and 
one heart would have to be lost

LONDON. (^P). The British are a 
mtient people, but now, as the 
trish. say, "They've had their suf- 
ficient." 
Bob Jones and Walter Hagen 
took their golf titles and they 
oved it. Don Budge rubbed it in 
last year by winning three Wim- 
bledon titles and the Davis cup. 
Prior to this America had won 
the Ryder cup, the Walker cup, 
the Westchester cup, the Curtis 
cup and the America's cup. 
All these Britain lost with rare 
equanimity, but when Battleship 
carried off the Grand National 
steeplechase trophy, it was prac- 
tically the end. 
Now only three of this season's 
British sporting classics remain 
in British hands—the derby at 
Epsom, June 1; the British open 
golf championship at Deal, July 
4-8, and the British women's golf 
championship at Burnham and 
Berrow. May 16-20. 
With Henry Cotton and Pam 
Barton playing in top form, it is 
doubtful if America's limited chal- 
lenge in the two golfing classics 
will have much chance.
